The Fourth Grade music classes learned the agsociation of text (words) 
with gong. We treated this activity as a supplement to the classrcon reading 
prograa. The students quickly learned to read from the board by sight 
recogrition and rhythuic association through the use of song. 

All Fourth Graders vere assigned individual Flutophones and taught basic 
techniques. This wes a valuable activity in the development of co-ordinative 
skilis; listening (ear training), playing and mamel dexterity, Also, most 
valuable waa group participation.

In the begiming of the program, one of the first things we did was to 
check on those ehildren who were registered in the program but did not atiend. 
This Involved phone calls and visits to the xomes of these children by us. 

Many parents, mostly Spanish, came to the school. to see if they could enter more 
of their childven, An explanation was given to them (in Spanish) about the 
purpose of the Summer Program (i.e. not a baby~sitting agency). 

During the session many field trips wore taken by the students whose 
parents had aijmed the permission slips. There were many children, however, 
whose parents did vot sigan a permission slip and by the teachec's request we 
inquired asout this, We explained to the parefits that the trips were not only 
recreational, but educational as well and that the child should be permitted to go. 

Transportation Por the children to the school was by bus except for those 
who lived within the vicinity of Numba 8 School. The bus drivers experienced 
some discipline problems the first few days and we suggested that a teacher from 
the program should side on every bus. We received permanent bus assignments for 
the mornings and afternoons. 

Many privileges were given to the children in the program. Some of them 
ineluded dental care, hearing and eye examinations. Children were examined by 
the school nurse and those who were found to seed special attention received it. 
Thera was a list of 184 children who needed this and we were able to contact 109 
of them by beteuhonas We selected those children who could not afford to pay 


for this care. Twenty-three children were taken to the dentiat and this involved 


46 trips (each child represents one trip; each child went more than once). 
One child was taken to the Paterson Hearing Aid Center in Paterson. 

During the program, we took a few students home due to tha fact that 
they became i112 Im school.

Duving the four week period from June 29 to duly 24, the following were 
canpleted: 


1. 
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Twenty complete psychological batteries were given to children who 
were enrolled in the ESHA Remedial program. The battery inc] uded 

grade level, perceptual, intelligence, and personality evaluation. 
Teacher conferences were given with each case. 


R apport sessions, apart from testing session, were given as well as 
consultation with the Spanish speaking aides. 


Discuseion, evaluation and practical recommendations were made for 
reading matorials vhen remedial action was necessary. 


In some cages, special one-to-one remedial sessions for reading were 
set up with the reading specialists and advised by the psychologist. 


Nine individual eases were counseled on a regular basis. 

Feur group ssosions with chronic behavior problem children were 

held twice a week for the duration of the Summer program. Conditioning 
schedules for pehavior modification were used with these groups. 


Rach of the chiidyven seen by the psychologist sas given follow-up 
interviews sad follow-up conferences with the teachers were held. 


For svery child, an individual memo giving a thwabnail sketch of testing 
trends and resomendations practical ti the classroom situation were 
given to the child's teacher. 


The psychologist made herself available during and after schocl hours 
for further discussion end consultation with the teachers.
